Operation of the Palm Springs 
A irport will move out of the red 
during the coming year, the a ir 
p o rt commission predicts in its an 
ru a l report to the city council. 
The operation will show a "size- 
eb le" but as yet undisclosed defi­ 
cit during its first year because 
only two m onths of operating rev­ 
enues were realized, 
tf\e 
report , 
■aid. 
The “ hope and plan" that the 
fiscal year would end in the black, 
th e report said, was based on si* 
m onths of revenue, but failure in 
tim e of negotiations to contract 
w ith a fixed-base operator cut the 
period to two months. 


Indirect Profit 


The report noted that although 
the airport will almost certainly 
be highly profitable to the city, no 
operating profit should be expect­ 
ed. The profits will sccrue to the 
•‘uptown” a re a of the city, "de­ 
pendent as it (Palm Springs) is 
to outside patronage or tourism, 
in the form of employment and 


comes the money to pay the m aj­ 
or portion of retirem ent of the 
S3.million in bonds sold to acquire 
airport property. 
The commission pointed out that 
the industrial site m ust be develop­ 
ed by one of three procedures, 
"or the sale of the excess prop­ 
erty is the only alternative" be­ 
cause it it net needed in 
tion of the facility. 
Three broad avenues of approach 
to development under study are: 
Three Approaches 


1. M aster lease of the e n t i r e 
area for a long-term to an outside 
developer for his own use o r his 
subleasing to other tenants. This 
approach is favored because some 
revenue could be realized by the 
city without its investing or risk 
ing capital. 


2. Development by the city for 
numerous small tenants — an ap­ 
proach which m ight bring t h e 
highest net return but would re­ 
quire substantial capital outlays.

MM: Probable Suicide? 


LOS ANGELES (U P I)-R esu lts 
of an intensive investigation con­ 
ducted by a special suicide team 
into the death of M arilyn Monroe 
were expected to be released to­ 
day with speculation rising that 
the findings would term her death 
a probable suicide. 
Coroner Theodore Curphey said 
he planned to call a news con­ 
ference when the suicide team's 
■psychiatric autopsy” was avail­ 
able

tion as to the circum stances of 
the death in this 


One of the psychologists on the 


suicide team said Thursday the 


team investigated the star’s “ pos­ 


sible fantasies 
and 
thoughts 
of 
death and dying" in the last days 


of her life. 
D r. Norm an Farberow said it 
appeared 
the actress was 
em o­ 
tionally “disturbed" at the tim e 
of her death. But he would not 
speculate on whether she deliber­ 
ately took a lethal overdose of 
drugs that claimed her life. 
Asked if she were "quite dis­ 
turbed" 
just 
before 
her 
death, 
Farberow replied, “ I can tell you 


this, I think it would be safe to 


speculate on that fact." 


He said the team, assigned to 


the 
suicide 
when 
Miss 
Monroe 
was found dead Aug. 5, had found 


“ certain conflicts" in the star’s 
personality makeup. 
“ I am not at liberty to tell you 
what 
is 
in 
the report 
at 
this 
Ume," 
Dr. Farberow said, “ but 
we did investigate Miss Monroe's 
possible fantasies and thoughts of 
death and dying.” 
The suicide team 's report will 
provide the basis for Curphey’s 
determ ination of the case.

canary, crimson, lavender, purple, 
pink and white). The double giant 
stock has no offshoots bu t its thick 
spike holds a dense column of 
beauty when it bloms. 
With snapdragon you will also 
find many varieties. Calendula is 
another choice (gold, 
yellow or 
orange) but don’t confuse k with 
marigold. Bachelor button is an ­ 
other sun lover and grow s to three 
feet so keep it in the rear. Phlox 
and candytuft arc also worth con­ 
sidering. Keep in mind that most 
of the

plants, 
especially 
snapdragon, must be pinched back 
to 
keep 
them 
from 
becoming 
scraggy and scrawny. 


A short time ago we ran into 
a gentleman who wanted to know 
all about the century plant (Agave 
Am ericana). We explained it to 
him and decided to have the whole 
story for the benefit of readers 
who enjoy this copy. 
The century plant is a stout per­ 
ennial of the amaryllis family, n a­ 
tive to Mexico, called also agave 
and American aloe. In its grow­ 
ing stage the plant consists of a 
large rosette of long, sharp-point­ 
ed. spring-margined leaves, ft is 
sometimes many years in attain 
ing m aturity, whence the mislead­ 
ing nam e century plant. 
Attain Great Height 
At blossoming time it quickly 
develops a very tall and stout flow­ 
ering stem , sometimes 30 f e e t 
high, surmounted with a huge pan 
icle of flowers. After flowering, the 
seeds ripen and the whole visible 
plant w ithers and dies. The culti 
vation of the agave in Mexico far 
antedates the Spanish discovery of 
that country. 
Pulque, the national beverage of 
the Mexicans, is m ade from the 
fermented sap and. b y distillation 
mescal is produced. The maguey 
or Pita flax and the sisal hem p, 
both very valuable fibers used for 
cordage and binding twine, are ob­ 
tained from very sim ilar species. 


The agave was introduced in E u r­ 
ope in 1561. and is widely grow r 
in many countries as an ornamen 
tal plant. We hope this narration 
is satisfactory. 
Going back to the flower busi­ 
ness, sweet peas should be planted 
at the same time, first the early 
flowering Spencer in late August 
or September. Later Cuthbertsons 
are planted. These are an October 
plant. 
Sweet peas should have a sep­ 
arate part of the garden for their 
own. The beds for these tender 
beauties should be carefully p re­ 
pared to a depth of 18 Inches at 
least. 
Peatmoss, 
leaf 
mold 
and 
mulch should be m ixed with the 
same amount of soil as there is 
food.

RIVERSIDE — Lack of under 
standing by property owners in 
the area east of Palm Springs in 
which many streets are covered 
with sand drifts was underscored 
by Supervisor Norman D a v i s , 
chairm an of the board of super­ 
visors, when a letter was receiv­ 
ed complaining of the condition 
"These roads are not a county 
responsibility because they are not 
in the county road system ," said 
Davis. He said that newspapers 
apparently haven’t given enough 
publicity to m ake this clear. 
Supervisor George Berkey said 
the new spapers have given the 
m atter sufficient publicity, but 
m any of the property owners are 
"absentee owners” and do not 
know w hat has been in the papers 
or understand that the county is 
not responsible for the streets be­ 
cause they are not in the county 
system. 
The letter cam e from an "ab­ 
sentee ow ner," Edw ard Snyder of 
North Hollywood, who said he 
owns two homes on Victor Road. 
He said the once-thriving subdivi 
non is today a dying community 
being strangled by sand, with no 
help from the county which is col­ 
lecting taxes but offering no serv­ 
ice in return. 
"It is too late to help us with 
a sand control ordinance (recently 
adopted) after the damage h a s 
been done by offenders clearing 
acres of brush just north of us," 
declared Snyder, "but it still isn’t 
too late to keep these streets open 
and breathe new life into this 
struggling sand-choked communi­ 
ty"

month out of it," concluded Snyder.
